OUT NUMEROUS BILLS 


Oklahoma City, March 28.—Governor 
Cr nee** recommendation that a law be 
enacted under which only owners of 
-tai estate could, vote at bond elec­ 
t i o n s met an unfavorable reception 
in the bouse of representatives Thurs­ 
day. 
A bill by 
Representatives 
Tener, 
Pruett, Christian and Senators Pugh 
and Franklin, incorporating the idea, 
was killed in comimititee of the whole, 
after a long and uninteresting debate. 
The chief argument against the bill 
•was that it would deprive the poor 
man of his Tight to a voice in such 
matters. 
The house posted 
(the 
“official 
•graft** bill by Wright of Oklahoma, 
which proposes penalties of $100 fine 
and 90 days (imprisonment for offi­ 
cials “grafting" le»3 than $20; and $5- 
0O0. fine or ten years 
in 
the 
peni­ 
tentiary for “grafts" of amounts larg- 
e rthan $20-. The bill comes within the 
purview o-f the governor’s message, 
said its author, since It aims to cor­ 
rect some of the evils disclosed by 
the legislative investigations and to 
provide adequate 
statutory 
grounds 
for punishing “grafting” officials. 
A bill by Harrison and Brooks, to 
put the state insurance commissioner 
under a $50,000 bond also was passed. 
An appropriation of $50,000 for the 
perdiem and expense* of the special 
session finally got through, the emerg­ 
ency being added Thursday.' 
The house also passed, a bill by Rep 
resentaitlve Cook and Senators Mc­ 
Intosh and Memmlnger, providing a
